—A- tie north­ 
bound Katy train pulled into here at 
9:30 o’cloek last night from Hillsboro, 
seven or eight men took John Hender­ 
son, the negro charged with the brutal 
murder of Mrs. Younger, three miles I 
north of Corsicana, from the cars.

moment later two officers followed. • 
The whole party hurried to a livery , 
stable and before scarcely any one knew' 
what had happened the men with their 
prisoner were driving rapidly out of ! 
town in tw o hacks. 
John Henderson was kept Monday 
night in the Hillsboro jail, and twooffi* 
cera, presumably Deputy Sheriff Ham- 1 
mends and Constable Grantham, board- J 
ed the northbound train to take their 
prisoner to Fort Worth. Scarcely had 
they entered the negro compartment of 
the smoking car when eight or ten men, 
dividing, boarded either platform of the I 
coach. They stwri on the platform until 
the train whistled for Itasca. 
Then, as 
lf the plan had been prearranged, they 
entered the coach from opposite ends. 
Every man had his gun. Two of them, 
covering the officers accompanying the 
negro, told them they intended to take 
the negro and that resistance would be 
foolish as well as futile. The officers ex­ 
postulated, but the men were deaf to 
them. 
The whole party took the road that 
lead to Corsicana, which is 35 mile* 
overland.

T he Senate l>l*pf««M o f th e 1*111 W ith 
th e <fAme*’ A m en d m en t. 
Austin, March UT—-The anti-double 
header bill occupied almost the entire 
day yesterday in the senate and was 
advanced to engrossment and finally 
passed. 
The bill as finally passed was very 
materially changed by the adoption of 
the Jam es amendm ent, which struck 
out the provisions perm itting the use of 
more than one engine to the train on 
“ single, steep and continuous grades.”
